Biden: McCain more of a 
sidekick than maverick

Democratic vice presidential candidate Joe 
Biden called Republican John McCain an 
angry man making ugly attacks against the 
Democratic ticket to cover up his support 
for President Bush. 

“You can’t call yourself a maverick when 
all you’ve ever been is a sidekick,” Biden 
said Wednesday of McCain. He credited 
Pennsylvania Sen. Bob Casey with first using 
the line. 

Biden’s attacks came during an appear- 
ance at the University of South Florida’s Sun 
Dome, in the heart of the Tampa Bay area 
where the two tickets are in a tight race. 

Biden plans to continue this aggressive 
stance toward the Republican presidential 
candidate through Election Day, said his 
spokesman David Wade. Wade said Biden 
would be Obama’s “defender in chief” 



During an appearance on CBS’ “The Early 
Show,” Biden said Palin’s criticism of Obama 
as friends with terrorists is “over the top.” 

Palin has been telling supporters that 
Obama is close to a i96os-era radical William 
Ayers, a founder of the violent Weather 
Underground. After first claiming that Obama 
had been “palling around with terrorists,” she 
changed the thrust of the attack to say that 
Obama’s ties to Ayers showed bad judgment. 

“Ydu know, the idea here that somehow 
these guys are once again injecting fear and 
loathing into this campaign is ... I think it’s 
mildly dangerous,” Biden said.

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RESTAURANT 
OR RAT TRAP? 

With hazards lurking, city inspectors reveal how they find them

When Arlene Lopez and Sonya Enoch walk 
into a restaurant, it’s like your mother-in- 
law dropping in unannounced. Except these 
two snoops are armed with flashlights, ther- 
mometers and keen eyes for “fresh, black and 
pointy rodent droppings.” 

Lopez and Enoch are inspectors for the 
Chicago Department of Public Health. And 
despite their pleasant faces, they’re the last 
people restaurateurs want to see. 

We found that out in dramatic fashion 
on a recent inspection tour with the pair. 
They put the fear of City Hall into one 
restaurant, closed down another and let us in 
on the warning signs that can help you decide 
whether a place is safe and clean. 

And don’t necessarily judge a place by its 
tablecloths. 

Eor example, which would fare better: A 
humble Northwest Side store and taqueria 
where Enoch and Lopez kicked off a recent 
inspection or an upscale Polish place that 
followed? 

Like all city inspectors, Enoch and Lopez 
show up at their assignments unannounced. 
So their arrival at the 30 -seat taco joint was 
not a happy surprise. As Lopez explained 
in Spanish what was about to happen, the 
owner’s face fell.

In a back room, the inspectors found 
wooden rods hovering over three cauldrons 
used to make fried pork. 

“They hang the chicharron {pork rinds] to 
drip here,” said Enoch, whose job requires a 
solid knowledge of ethnic food to spot issues 
in the city’s diverse restaurants. “But porous 
rods could chip or harbor bacteria. They have 
to go.” 

They shined their powerful flashlights 
under shelves and into crevices. 

“See that hole?” Lopez asked. “Mice and 
rats love dark places like that to hide.” 

You get the feeling these two could talk for 
hours about what rats like. 

Behind the butcher counter, Lopez found 


tidy boards, shiny glass and cold meat. But 
above the counter she spied fried pork 
rinds attached to strips of meat. The flesh 
checked in at 85.4 degrees, well below the 
mandated 140, bringing the place one of the 
most common violations: an unsafe food 
temperature. 

All 20 pounds of the pork had to be 
“denatured”— doused with bleach and tossed 
out in front of the inspectors— right away 

In a storage room, Enoch ordered bags of 
onions stored in a container. 

“Mice like sweet and spicy 
things,” she said. 

“I’ve seen them eat through 
bags of flaming hot potato 
chips.” 

Despite general compliance, 
the store ended up with three 
serious violations, each bearing 
a $250 fine. The store’s owner 
was given five days to correct 
them, get reinspected, go to 
court and sort out the fines. 

But it remained open. 

At the next spot, a nearby Polish restaurant, 
the inspectors found red velvet curtains, a 
white baby grand piano and sparkling place 
settings atop linen tablecloths. Photos of the 
owner with Polish celebs covered one wall. days. The party would go on as scheduled.

Among them was a picture of George and 
Laura Bush with a message calling the eatery 
“the best Polish restaurant in the U.S.” 

The kitchen— in stark contrast to the 
spotless dining room and bathroom— was full 
of grime, improperly stored foods and dead 
flies. A trip to the basement revealed clusters 
of rodent feces. 

Neither inspector could locate a single 
rodent poison box, but they did find a 
mouse. 

Even back in the pristine dining room, the 
impressive table settings brought a violation 
because the flatware was exposed. 

It all added up to big trouble: Enoch and 
Lopez were shutting the place down. 

As Lopez pulled the restaurant’s license 
from its frame, a large man burst through the 
front door like he owned the place. Turns out 
he did. But he was not only the restaurant’s 
owner: Based on a display of trophies and 
photos in the room, the guy was also a highly 
accomplished judo champ. 

So while the judo champ paced like a 
panther, the inspectors explained the drill 
to a female co-owner. The steps 
required to reopen were many 
and complex. And the restaurant 
was racing to prepare for a private 
party only three nights away 
“This is crazy,” the judo man 
erupted. “I pay $32,000 in taxes. 
Thirty-two thousand, and you do 
this to me?” 

The inspectors headed toward 
the exit. But there was one more 
thing to do. 

Enoch pulled out a green sign 
and smoothed it onto the door: 
“LICENSE SUSPENDED” 

Epilogue: The restaurant made a series of 
remedies, provided a stack of new documents 
and passed a follow-up inspection— all in two

The inspectors we followed are two of 
Chicago’s 36 Health Department sani- 
tarians who, along with Dumpster Task 
Eorce from Streets and Sanitation, are 
charged with inspecting the city’s 16,195 
food-service establishments. They told 
us what inspectors check out and offered 
tips on what patrons can look for as well. 


What you 
should look 
out for... 

Although diners 
usually can’t inspect 
the kitchens of Chicago 
restaurants, there 
are ways they can do 
a mini-inspection of 
their own before and 
during their meal. 
Beyond massive bug 
or rodent infestations 
in the dining room, 
here are some other 
points suggested by 
Dumpster Task Force 
public information 
officer Matt Smith: 



TAKE A LOOK IN THE ALLEY 1- ^ 

“If the Dumpsters are overflowing with garbage 
or they have grease spilled everywhere, you 
can tell something about how clean they are,” 
Smith says. “Also look at the back door to see 
if there is a gap. A mouse can squeeze in an 
opening that is even the size of a pencil.” 


WATCH THE HANDS ' 

“If you see the cashier or the person 
handling food, touching money or 
scratching himself and then touching your 
food without using gloves or washing their 
hands, that is a bad sign.” 


SNIFF AROUND 

“If you smell rotting meat or sour milk, or 
if the milk in your coffee looks like cottage 
cheese floating in it, that’s a sign of old milk 
or bad refrigeration.” 


NOTE FOOD TEMPERATURES ^ 

“Hot food should arrive 
hot and cold food 
should get to the table cold.” 
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FOOD TEMPERATURES 

Inspectors use food thermometers to make 
sure that hot foods are kept at least 140 degrees 
and cold foods are kept less than 40 degrees. 


THE BATHROOM 

“This is something one of our 
chief sanitarians used to do. And 
depending on the conditions there, he 
would decide if he wanted to eat there.”

‘Allowing people to take breaks and 
be social is not a bad thing,” says Bob 
Kustka, the founder of Fusion Factor, a 
Massachusetts-based productivity and 
time-management consulting firm. “In an 
8- or 10 -hour day, nobody is working 100 
percent of the time at their full capacity” 
While the loafing time may seem high, 
it has declined 19 percent since 2005. The 
survey attributed that to, among other 
things, staffs doing more with fewer 
people. 

Given the demands on workers, it 
behooves managers to permit a certain 
amount of personal errands or water- 
cooler conversations, experts said.

Trash talking 

Report: Garbage collectors loaf on the job, costing more than $20M a year

The battered reputation of City Hall 
employees came under attack once again 
Wednesday with a report from investigators 
who spied garbage collection workers loafing 
for hours each day, taking long lunches at 
home, drinking beer from plastic cups and 
even urinating on the street. 

Confronted by imminent layoffs due to 
budget cuts, labor leaders accused the city’s 
internal investigators of joining Mayor Daley 
in a witch hunt, with the report to be used 
as a pretext for trimming the payroll. The 
unions also blamed a lack of proper oversight, 
starting with the 50 Streets and Sanitation 
Department ward superintendents. 

Many City Council members said they were 
not at all surprised by the findings — “Figures,” 
said Aid. Howard Brookins (21st). But they 
defended their ward superintendents. 

Top mayoral aides sounded their own 
familiar theme, expressing strong disgust 
and promising to punish wrongdoers —while 
assuring taxpayers that the problem is really 
not widespread. 


The blame fest began with the release of 
the report from Inspector General David 
Hoffman, whose workers spent a week in 
each of 10 wards, following 77 garbage truck 
drivers and 145 laborers. The report said 
workers didn’t work for an average of two 
hours during each eight-hour shift. 

Hoffman pointedly noted that the typical 
city truck driver makes $30.70 an hour, or 
$63,856 per year, while the average laborer is 
paid $28.92 an hour, or $60,154 per year. 

Such coveted union posts were at the 
center of the federal case against Daley 
patronage chief Robert Sorich, convicted in 
2006 in a “massive fraud” to rig city hiring in 
favor of campaign workers for the mayor’s 
machine. Former Streets and Sanitation 
commissioner A 1 Sanchez is awaiting trial 
on charges that he played a big role in the 
political hiring scheme. 

The inspector general’s report concluded 
that the fraud probably extended to every 
ward in the city and could cost more than 
$20 million a year. 

“Let’s not just say ‘There’s a few bad apples 


and the whole department is bad.’ It’s not,” 
said Streets and Sanitation Commissioner 
Michael Picardi, who ripped the ward 
superintendents in a meeting Wednesday 

Union officials stressed the report’s 
placement of primary blame on “extremely 
poor supervision.” 

“My members are out there to do a job 
and they do the job well,” said Lou Phillips, 
business agents for Laborers Local 1001. 

Phillips said city officials have told him to 
expect 302 of his 1,100 members to be laid 
off after Daley proposes his 2009 budget 
next week. Chicago Federation of Labor 
leader Dennis Gannon thinks the timing of 
the report is not coincidental. 

“It’s a cheap shot,” Gannon said. 

Hoffman said the investigation was 
prompted by complaints and predates talk 
of layoffs. Aid. Scott Waguespack (32nd) and 
Aid. George Cardenas (12th) acknowledged 
their wards were among those targeted.

Embraced by tearful family members in a 
church sanctuary a man wanted by police for 
questioning in the weekend slaying of a Julian 
High School teen on a CTA bus ended his fam- 
ily’s sorrowful vigil Wednesday evening. 

Milton Wardlaw arrived at the Evening Star 
Missionary Baptist Church about 24 hours after 
his mother, Patricia Wilson, made a tearful plea 
to the Tribune for her son to turn himself in. 

As Wardlaw professed his innocence in the 
slaying of 17-year-old Kiyanna Salter, Wilson held 
tightly to his hand, aware that police were only 
minutes away from taking him into custody 

“I’m relieved to see my son, and he’s here 
safely,” Wilson said. “He wants to do the right 
thing. I just thank God that everything turned 
out this way” 

Wardlaw, 24, told waiting reporters that he 
decided to turn himself in for questioning after 
he saw his mother begging for his surrender on 


TV His mother had said she recognized him in 
surveillance video. 

Salter was killed Sunday night while riding 
a bus home with her cousin after two men got 
into an argument when one brushed his hand 
against the other, according to the cousin. 

Wardlaw said he was in the argument, but he 
denied he was armed or had fired the fatal shot. 

“I don’t have any gun to fire,” said Wardlaw, 
who’s on probation for weapons and drug con- 
victions. “I’m innocent. I didn’t do nothing 
wrong.” 

While Wardlaw told his story to reporters, 
police arrived. Before taking Wardlaw in for 
questioning, officers allowed Wardlaw to hug 
crying family members. 

The Tribune typically does not name murder 
suspects before they have been charged, but 
Wardlaw identified himself as he surrendered. 
He has not been charged. 


CITY COUNCIL 

Midway lease deal OK’d 

The City Council has approved a 
$2.5 billion deal to lease Midway 
to a group of private investors. The 
Eederal Aviation Administration 
says the deal would make Midway 
the first large airport to go private 
under a pilot program. 

The city expects to clear about 
$i billion. The money would mainly 
be used for infrastructure improve- 
ments and pension funds. Now that 
aldermen have signed off on the 
99 -year lease, the deal awaits final 
approval from the EAA. 

Chicago applied two years ago 
to be part of the EAA’s program to 
privatize as many as five U.S. airports. 
The group that wants the Midway 
lease includes investors from New 
York, Boston and Canada. 

No text for you 

As of next month, it will be illegal to 
text message or browse the Internet 
while driving in Chicago. 

By unanimous vote Wednesday, 
the City Council expanded the 2005 
restriction that forbids talking on 
hand-held cell phones while behind 
the wheel. Violators could face a 
$75 fine, with the penalty rising to 
as much as $200 for violations that 
occur “at the time of a traffic acci- 
dent.” 

Sponsoring Aid. Edward Burke 
(14th) described several fatal inci- 
dents involving drivers distracted by 
sending text messages, including last 
month’s L.A. train crash that killed 
25 and injured more than 130. 

“The engineer ... was actually 
sending text messages on his cell 
phone seconds before the crash,” 
he said. 

Chicago is the largest U.S. city to 
pass such a ban and joins 10 states 
with similar restrictions.

Justice Pride Campus, designed as the city’s 
first school for gay, lesbian and transgender 
teenagers, along with 17 other schools, is 
expected to come Oct. 22 when the Board of 


Education votes. 

Schools chief Arne Duncan said he will 
ask the board to approve the schools, which 
are expected to open in the fall of 2009 and 
2010, to give greater choice to parents and 
students. 

“We want to create great new options for 
communities that have been traditionally 
underserved,” he said. “If you look at national 
studies, you see gay and lesbian students with 
high dropout rates. ... I think there is a niche 


there we need to fill.” 

About 50 people showed up to a Wednesday 
night public hearing, with most supporting 
the school. 

Supporters said they envision a high school 
with a maximum of 600 students. It would 
have the same staffing and oversight require- 
ments as other district schools. Students 
would be admitted from throughout the city 
on a lottery basis, officials said.

Two American journalists 
missing in Lebanon 


BEIRUT Two American journalists 
vacationing in Lebanon have not 
been heard from since Oct. i and are 
believed missing, the U.S. Embassy said 
Wednesday, appealing for information on 
their possible whereabouts. 

The two, Holli Chmela, 27, and Taylor 
Luck, 23, have been working for the Jordan 
Times and had been expected back in 
Amman on Saturday, the Amman-based 
paper’s chief editor told The Associated 
Press. 

The embassy said the two reportedly 


left Beirut for the northern Lebanese 
port of Tripoli, a predominantly Sunni 
Muslim city where militants and Islamic 
fundamentalists are known to be active. 
There have been sectarian fighting and 
bombings in recent months. 

Earlier this week, the embassy issued 
a statement warning its citizens about 
potential violent actions targeting 
Americans in Lebanon and calling on 
them to be more watchful. It said the 
threats were particularly high in the first 
half of October. 


Taylor, who is from the Chicago area, 
has been a reporter at the Jordan Times 
for the past 18 months. 

Chmela, whose last U.S. home was in 
Washington, D.C., worked as an intern 
at the English-language daily for three 
months before leaving the job several 
weeks ago, the paper’s chief editor, Samir 
Barhoumeh, said. 

The U.S. Embassy said it was 
coordinating efforts with the State 
Department in Washington and embassies 
in Amman and Damascus.

Blackhawks’ aspirations more 
than youthful optimism

A resurgent, young Blackhawks may not be ready 
to contend for the Stanley Cup, but they expect to 
climb back into the postseason. 

The Blackhawks, which fell three points short of 
the making the playoffs last season, open this season 
Friday in NewTbrk against the Rangers. Chicago has 
failed to qualify for postseason play in the last five 
seasons and nine of the last lo. 

But optimism is high after key offseason deals and 
a 5-1-2 preseason. 

“Obviously our preseason was decent,” coach 
Denis Savard said. “We’ve added some youth, plus 
we’re going to have a lot of skill and speed.” 

And fans are interested. Season ticket sales at the 
United Center have soared, approaching 14,000 this 
week from 3,400 last year. For the first time in fran- 
chise history, every game will be televised. 

Chicago signed two big-name free agents to multiyear 
contracts on July i. Defenseman Brian Campbell, who 
was at the top of GM’s Dale Tallon’s wish list, signed 
an eight-year, $56.8 million deal. And goalie Cristobal 
Huet agreed to a four-year, $22.45 million pact. 


Even before signing 
Campbell and Huet, the 
Blackhawks had a promis- 
ing batch of talented young 
skaters, led by right wing 
Patrick Kane, 19, and center 
Jonathan Toews, 20. 

Kane had 21 goals and 51 
Campbell assists last season. Toews, 

who was named team cap- 
tain, posted 24 goals and 30 
assists, despite missing 18 
games with a knee injury 
In the preseason, Campbell 
showed he should spark 
Chicago’s power play which 
ranked 24th in the NHL last 
season at 15.9 percent efficien- 
Huet cy Campbell posted six assists 

in six exhibition games. 

During the preseason, Chicago’s power play clicked 
at 21.6 percent, sixth-best in the league. 

Tallon sees improvement on the power play as a 
key to the season. “We have plenty of offense,” he 
said. “We were loth in the league in scoring last year 
with a terrible power play Our power play should be 
a lot better this year.”

Their eats: When you think of after-hours grub, what 
comes to mind? A burrito as big as your head? Perhaps 
an extra-large slice of greasy pizza? Or maybe you crave 
something a little more substantial, a little more civi- 
lized. Late Night Thai is here for you. This no-frills spot, 
open since mid- September in the former home of famed 
Thai eatery River Kwai II, carries on its predecessor’s 
late-night tradition by opening at 9 p.m. daily and clos- 


ing at 5 a.m. Choose from fried 
rices, curry dishes and the usual 
noodle suspects such as pad 
see ew (pictured) and pad Thai 
(entrees range from if you’re in the mood 

for a light snack, try the egg rolls ($3.50) or pot stickers 
(six for $3.50). 

Your drinks: While the friendly neighborhood Jewel/ 
Osco (2940 N. Ashland Ave. 773-871-8242) is open 24 
hours, don’t get too excited— the liquor section closes 
at 2 a.m. Of course, if you’re eating at this hour, odds 
are you’ve already done some drinking. If that’s 
the case, it’s best to keep it simple and stick 
with your beverage of choice for the night. 
If that’s beer, grab a six-pack of chilled 
Affliigem Blond ($10.99), ^ smooth, bal- 
anced Belgian that should go well with 
most spicy Thai dishes. If wine’s been 
your weakness, opt for the sweet 2006 
Origin Riesling from Pfalz, Germany 
($11.49; S6.99 with a Preferred Card 
until Nov 3). And if you’ve been doing 
shots all night, well, maybe you just ought to 
stick to good oF H2O.

If rap music is black America’s CNN, 
as Public Enemy’s Chuck D once said, 
then Ben Folds is white America’s 
NPR. 

On his new third stu- 
dio solo CD, “Way to 
Normal,” the 42-year- 
old pianist-singer-song- 
writer proves he is still 
an adept chronicler of 
the trials, tribulations and failing rela- 
tionships of middle America’s exurbs. 

In “The Frown Song,” he sings, 
“Tread slowly from the car to the spa/ 
Like a weary war- torn refugee/Crossing 
the border with your starving child/It’s 
a struggle just to get to shiatsu/Present 
the waitress with your allergy card/Tell 
her all your problems/And leave no tip 
at all.” 

“That song is about that culture of 
having struck it rich, and now they’re 
going out and exercising their gold 
card,” Folds explains. “But there is an 
added hypocrisy that goes along with 
that and that involves yoga, relaxation 
and self-help. I always thought that was 
funny how the newly rich (and suddenly 
spiritual) are so rude when it comes to 
how they treat people.” 

Not that “Way to Normal” dwells 
on class issues. The 12-song set, which 
Folds recorded in Nashville, injects 
attitude and a healthy dose of levity 
into Folds’ oeuvre. “This is something 


you can play on a porch,” he says of the 
album. 

Folds certainly is having fun on “Way 
to Normal’s” first single, “Tbu Don’t 
Know Me,” which fea- 
tures Regina Spektor. 
The tune’s crisp pro- 
duction gives a nod to 
contemporary pop or 
even commercial rap — 
not unlike FLO with 
backing beats provided by Dr. Dre. 

His trademark biting wit is untamed. 
Folds’ lyrics for “Brainwascht,” a 
response of sorts to a song written 
about him by former friends, might 
make him seem bitter— although the 
rolling, percussive music is upbeat and 
relentlessly melodic, with a syncopated 
disco feel. 

The album’s opener, “Hiroshima (B 
B B Benny Hit His Head),” riffs on the 
performer’s fall from a stage in Japan 
during a concert. Its most striking aspect 
is the musical similarities to Elton John’s 
classic “Bennie and the Jets.” 

“The ‘Bennie and the Jets’ groove is 
an institution,” Folds says. “I spent the 
first half of my career trying to carve 
out my own niche, and I didn’t care to 
be compared to Elton John, because 
when you’re younger, that’s who you 
don’t want to be compared to. But after 
awhile, it’s only right to tip the hat. ... I 
wanted to show my appreciation to who 
came before me.”

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Tall tales from Wisconsin 


Chicago Tribune 

There’s a lot of empty space in Wisconsin. 
Rolling dairy farms that cover vast swaths of 
land. Evergreen forests that seem to span the 
North Country from Lake Michigan to Lake 
Superior. All that space has to be filled with 
something. Preferably something big. 

Wisconsin eccentrics have produced 
a number of record-breaking roadside 
attractions, or at least apparently record- 
breaking: the World’s Largest Talking Cow, 
in Nellsville; the World’s Largest Penny, in 
Woodruff; the World’s Largest Six-Pack, in 
LaCrosse. 

They’re not all oversized, but they’re all 
odd, and they all bring in tourists. 

The barber pole 

If you’re driving outside Elkhart Lake, you 
can’t miss the World’s Largest Barber Pole, 
a silo, striped red, white and blue, with a 
working barber shop in the bottom floor. 

David Gumieny the pole’s owner and 
creator, still does all the haircuts himself, in 
a converted milk house. 



Gumieny was cutting hair to supplement 
his income as a prison guard and thought a 
barber pole outside the house would draw 
more business, but he didn’t know where to 
put it. One morning in 1976, he was staring at 
his tiny homestead. 

“I looked up at the silo, and I just saw a 


barber pole light up, like the Lord had given 
it to me,” he said. 

The mustard 

Mt. Horeb holds the World’s Largest Mustard 
Collection, which was started by a man trying 
to get over a heartbreaking baseball game. 
Barry Levenson is a Boston Red Sox fan who 
found himself wandering through a grocery 
store in desolation the night his team lost the 
1986 World Series. 

“I thought, ‘This is nuts, a grown man bent 
out of shape over a baseball game. Get a life. 
Get a hobby’” Levenson remembered. 

Just as that thought flitted through his head, 
he passed the mustard display A new obses- 
sion was born. Levenson began stockpiling 
mustard in his basement. A few years later, he 
quit his job as an assistant attorney general to 
open the Mt. Horeb Mustard Museum, which 
now displays 5,000 varieties of mustard. 

The muskie 

Another North Country obsessive was 
responsible for the World’s Largest Muskie, a 


140 -foot-long fiberglass sculpture outside the 
National Eresh Water Eishing Hall of Eame & 
Museum in Hayward. 

The giant fish was envisioned by Bob Kutz, 
a local promoter who knew how to draw a 
crowd to remote northern Wisconsin. 

“Erom a regional standpoint, it’s more than 
just a local icon,” said Emmett Brown, the 
Hall of Eame ’s executive director. “Certainly 
in the northwest part of the state, it is the 
travel destination.” 

The corkscrew 

The 24-foot high corkscrew in Hurley actually 
is on U.S. Highway 2, in front of the Corkscrew 
Liquor Store. Owner Robert Vittone welded 
it himself out of stainless steel tubing. 

“When I built it, I didn’t really pursue it 
as being the world’s largest. A guy thought I 
should get in this book that has the world’s 
largest and biggest,” said Vittone, who 
obviously doesn’t sell Guinness. 

The corkscrew has never made the record 
books, although it is featured in the 2001 
book “Oddball Wisconsin.”
